NLRB LIKELY 10 RULE 
ON UNION CONTRACTS 


Question Whether Employers 
Must Sign Raised in 
Inland Steel Case. 


| By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June. 16.—The 


steel industry turned to the Gov- 
ernment today for an answer to the 
problem which prompted the cur- 
rent strikes: must a company ac- 
tually sign an agreement reached 
with its workers? 

Chairman Madden said the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board prob- 
ably would rule on this controver- 
sial point after a hearing on its 
complaint that Inland Steel Co. vio- 
lated the Wagner Act by refusing 
to sign an agreement with its work- 
ers. 

He said the board raised the is- 
sue in.that case on its own initia- 
tive, believing, after a preliminary 
examination of steel union charges, 
that Inland’s failure to sign’ the con- 
tract could be interpreted legally 
as a violation of the act. 

The Labor Relations Board decid- 
ed last July that the St. Joseph 
(Mo.) Stockyards Company violated 
the Wagner "act by refusing to put 
a mutual ukderstanding with its 
employes “in a binding agreement.” 


The board said then: 

“An employer is not required to 
sign the specific agreement pre- 
sented to him by representatives of 
his employes.

The witness said he was deaf in 
one ear, blind in one eye and had 
been in a hospital 14 weeks shortly 
before the quarrel. “I realized at 
the time that I couldn’t cope with 
Hoeg,” he continued. “As I fell 
down the third time I saw the cane 
standing against the wall. I grabbed 
it and said to Hoeg as he came 
toward me, ‘If you don’t stop beat- 
ing me I'll have to hit you.’ He 
kept coming and I hit him.” 

De Witt denied under cross-ex- 
amination that he struck Hoeg as 
he lay in bed. Demonstrating with 
the cane, which had been intro- 
duced in evidence, De Witt said he 
grasped it at the lower end and 
swung it horizontally at Hoeg’s 
head.

Short 
Time in County; Has Been 
Arrested 53 Times. 


Records of the St. Louis County 
Clerk’s office show that Eugene 
Tebeau, former convict with a rec- 
ord of 53 arrests in 10 years, sought 
now for operating a stolen car ring, 
held a commission as a Deputy 
Constable of St. Ferdinand Town- 


ship from March 6 to April 1, last. 

Constable Andrew T. Sears, 
who appointed Tebeau, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he “took his badge away” after 
four days when he learned of his 
police record. He deferred formally 
revoking his commission until 
April 1. 

Sears, who was insfrumental last 
month in tracing several stolen cars 
to Tebeau’s used car establishment 
at 4619 Delmar boulevard, said that 
he made him a deputy after Te- 
beau explained that he often car- 
ried large amounts of money on his 
person. Tebeau’s application, the 
constable said, was indorsed by 
“several business men on West 
Florissant road.” 

Had No Regular Duties. 

“T had no personal desire to ap- 
point him,” Sears said, “because he 
worked against me both at the pri- 
mary and general election. He had 
no regular duties; he was just an- 
other special deputy.” 

Sears said that it was his cus- 
tom to check on the police record 
of anyone seeking such an appoint- 
ment, On the day he gave Tebeau 
his badge, he said, he called the 
St. Louis Police Department but 
was told such information could 
not be given over the telephone. 
Four days later, he explained, he 
visited police headquarters and 
learned of the checkered career of 
his new deputy. He then called in 
his badge, he said. 

Tebeau, who was one of 719 
“special deputies” in the county, 
114 of them appointed by Sears, was 
selling automobiles prior to his ap- 
pointment, but it was more than 
a month after the revocation of 
his commission that it was dis- 
covered many of his cars were 
stolen. 

Sears himself discovered that 
four other deputy constables and 
two justices of the peace had in- 
nocently purchased stolen cars from 
Tebeau. His tracing of the cars 
led to a widespread investigation 


which has resuted in identification | 


of 27 stolen cars sold by Tebeau’s 
concern in the past 18 months. 


27 Autos Identified. 

About 75 cars, obtained by check- 
ing a list of customers, remain to 
be examined. Examination of 40 
machines resulted in the identifi- 
cation of the 27. Acid and heat 
treatment of engine blocks have 
revealed original numbers. In 
some cases the machines were re- 
painted and otherwise altered in 

| appearance. 

Tebeau, who once served part of 
a> two-year penitentiary term for 
automobile theft, forfeited a $1500 
bond May 21 and now is a fugi- 
tive. He dealt principally in 1935 
and 1936 model Ford, Chevrolet and 
Plymouth machines. 

: Too Many Deputies. 

Prosecuting Attorney M. Ralph 
Walsh told the seven constables in 
St. Louis County today that they 
had too many deputies. Each was 
asked to present within 10 days 
information showing the occupa- 
tions of the deputies, the sureties 
on their bonds, what ones, if any, 
had police records, and why they 
were appointed. He pointed out 
that persons engaged in mercantile 
business or connected with finance 
companies or credit houses were 
forbiden by law to become deputy 
constables. 

A revised list obtained by Walsh 
showed appointments of 719 depu- 
ties by the seven constables, as 
follows: James Hogan of Norman- 
dy Township, 283; Sears, 114; Leon- 
ard W. Browne, Jefferson Town- 
ship, 90; Joseph L. Doran, Caron- 
delet Township, 83; Arthur C. Mos- 
ley, Clayton Township, 75; Frank 
Weiss, Bonhomme Township, 69; 
Michael Hance, Meramec Township, 
five.

The people are properly slow to take snap 
judgments of labor questions involving many 
imponderables and disputed facts. But the 
volunteering of citizens at Monroe, Mich., 
to reinforce a police force unable to cope 
with strikers and the wide public disap- 
proval of the postoffice refusal to deliver 
food to workers at Niles and Warren, O., 
are only two of the most recent indications 
that the people will put limits on the power 
of organized labor. 

Seizure of part of Michigan's capital by 
the C I O has caused a bad impression.

The history of general strikes, showing a 
consistent revolt of the people against the 
dictation of one group, should be warning 
against continuation of an attitude which 
finds outlet in episodes like the Lansing 
seizure and the Saginaw Valley outrage. 
Labor cannot permanently prosper at the ex- 
pense of community welfare. 

In the field of economics, this is quickly 
shown when excessive wages drive prices up, 
curtail markets and in turn check produc- 
tion and reduce employment. In the field 
of politics, it is shown when communities 
revolt against labor domination just as they 
do against control by any industry for its 
own selfish ends. 

Labor has appealed to the moral sense of 
the American people. It has been generous- 
ly answered, on the whole. And the laws of 
the nation are being shaped to express the 
moral sense of the people for justice to la- 
bor. But today the appeal is too often to 
force, too*often without the law. 

Labor has mistakenly reverted to the old 
method of its oppressors—the use of political 
power for selfish ends. But the law is 
greater than any set of officials. And the 
people’s sense of justice, the moral sense, 
will demand obedience to the law until the 
law is changed. 

Moreover, continued disregard of law and 
of the general welfare will cause a revulsion 
of public opinion and delay changes helpful 
to labor.

OES the American good-neighbor policy 

toward Latin America mean more than 
words?

The administration asked fora bill that 
would have protected our own sugar growers 
in their present ratio of production.

But the iarger question, it seems 
to me, turns on how one believes 
that industrial peace is to be pro- 
moted. Mr. Girdler and his asso- 
ciates believe that the road to peace 
is through keeping the unions 
weak. That is the essence of their 
policy. 

The other view is that the road 
to peace is through strong unions 
which acquire and are compelled to 
acknowledge the _ responsibilities 
that go with power. That is the 
policy of the leading industrialists 
in steel who have signed contracts 
with Mr. Lewis. 

This is the choice we are offered, 
and, for my own part, I have no 
doubt as to which is in the long 
view the wiser policy. Mr. Girdler 
is fighting a rear-guard action in 
which victory would be just about 
as unsatisfactory as defeat. For 
while he might be able to keep the 
union too weak to dominate his 
workers, there is no likelihood of 
its being too weak to cause con- 
tinual trouble. 

On the other hand, the steel com- 
panies which have made contracts 
are at least in a position to ask that 
the letter and the spirit of the con- 
tracts be observed. They have es- 
tablished some foundation solid 
enough to sustain an orderly system 
of workers’ representation and a 
peaceable procedure for bargaining. 
In Mr. Girdler’s policy, there is no 
such foundation. He can look for- 
ward only to fighting on the picket 
lines and he has no prospect of 
ever reaching a lasting settlement.

Many correspondents have writ- 
ten to me recently saying that if 
employers are to deal fully with or- 
ganized labor, then the unions must 
be made responsible under the law 
and that the right to strike must be 
regulated as it has been in England. 
I agree entirely. That is, I believe, 
the certain and necessary develop- 
ment of the Wagner Act and of the 
CIO movement. 

If the union officials are to bar- 
gain for all employes, are -to col- 
lect large funds, and are to have a 
determining voice in fixing the con- 
ditions of labor, then they rust be 
made to accept legal responsibility, 
they must become publicly account- 
able for their funds, they must sub- 
ject themselves to a code which 
outlaws unfair labor practices on 
their part. 

But how can we begin to move 
toward such regulation of unions 
under the law, while we still have 
sO many powerful employers who 
are resisting the real recognition of 
unions as established factors in in- 
dustrial management? 

Let us not forget that the British 
legislation, which is so much ad- 
mired in this country, is based upon 
the recognition of strong and well- 
established trade unions. It was not 
enacted until England had become 
thoroughly unionized. In a democ- 
racy, such legislation would be in- 
conceivable except where the right 
to organize had been universally 
accepted. 

The British have been able to 
regulate the unions because they 
accept them as normal and neces- 
sary. They could not have regu- 
lated them if the unions were what 
Mr. Girdler would like them to be, 
weak, disorganized and still fight- 
ing to exist.

ment and co-ordination of services, 
| Peter Kasius, director of the Social 


|Planning Council, said yesterday in 


'a speech at the annual meeting of 


the organization at Hotel Statler. 

The Social Planning Council suc- 
ceeds the Community Council as the 
directing organization of 92 private 
and public welfare agencies affil- 
jiated with it. Representatives of 
the member institutions attending 
the meeting approved the change in 
the name and a plan to broaden 
the scope of services and activities, 

Kasius, in outlining the council's 
new program, said there was a vital 
need of administering the social 
programs of the city to meet the 
needs as they exist today without 
regard for the traditional patterns 
'that have been established in the 
past. He said there must be a 
willingness to integrate the activi- 
_ties of all welfare groups as well 
as to co-ordinate them. . 
“The answer is not going to be 
'found in large increases in contri- 
_butions, either public or private,” 
the speaker declared. “Right now 
we don’t know precisely what the 
welfare program of this community 
is costing annually, but our guess 
is that $30,000,000 is no exaggera- 
tion. The paramount igsue con- 
fronting the social work forces is 
whether it is being spent with due 
regard to basic needs and in har- 
mony with the best, judgment the 
community can muster for its ad- 
ministration. 

In reorganizing the council, Ka- 


;sius said, attention hassbeen given 


to all the changing phases of wel- 
fare work and the new plan has 
been designed to meet the new 
problems. He said the council

| BSURD as it may seem at firs’

conscious conspiracy to fail, it is a 
matter of observation that there is 
hardly one person in a hundred 
who does not, in some fashion, de 
liberately cripple and thwart him 
self. To understand why this should 
be so it is necessary to examine 
| what may be called, without para 
_dox, the rewards of failure. 


The recent widespread interest in 
all branches of psychology has ac 
customed us to accepting an idea 
which, when first offered, seemed 
laughable: that we are afl, at some 
level, engaged most of the time in 
revery. We dream either conscious. 
‘ly or unconsciously, awake or 
asleep, of a situation in which we 
feel we should be happier than we 
are in real life. Occasionally some 
childish idea of happiness or suc- 
cess crops up to confuse or hamper 
us in the business of adult living. 
Sometimes the dream is of a life 
of luxurious idleness, the childish 
Unconscious determined on refus- 
ing to leave the safe shelter of the 
nursery, where all wants are reme- 
died as soon as felt. 

At other’ times, ludicrously 
enough, the life-wasting revery is 
about success; the mild man is a 
Napoleon of war or finance, the 
mouse-like woman a siren. 


The inveterate dreamer will strug- 
gle only just as much as he need, 
and no more. . He will do anything 
half-heartedly to get his bread and 
butter. Then, when his daily task 
is over, he will be back at his 
dreams again, whether he realizes 
it or not. He succeeds at only one 
thing: in clearing away a little 
space, gaining each day a few hours 
of free time, for just one purpose- 
to go on wasting his life. But his 
dream is happy. Yet since afte: 
all happiness is the true goal, he 
is deluded by not realizing that th: 
smallest success in reality bring 
with it more happiness than yea:

Explaining how he happened to choose 
the Virgin Islands for his retreat, Mr.

California and Florida are already 
crowded. I read the other day that 
57,000 trailers are on the road this year.

Not the kind we get 
here in the Mississippi Valley, though.

And they spent many pleas- 
ant hours in the sumptuous hotel which 
has been built around Bluebeard’s Tower 
on the heights. 

The hotels and the Tennis Club, where 
weekly dances are held, are the centers 
of social life, and take on an added 
gaiety when a battleship puts into port, 
or a cruise liner calls at Charlotte Ama- 
lie. 

On one of their rides around the island, 
Mr. and Mrs. Humphreys were taken to 
visit an old estate on the heights above 
Charlotte Amalie. It was called “Ma 
Folie,” which, although it is generally 
spelled as one word, means, in transla- 
tion, “My Folly.” A Danish resident built 
the comfortable, low-lying house many 
years ago but it is now unoccupied and 
for sale. There is a guest lodge on the 
place and a look-out toward the Atlantic 
Ocean. Date palms, céconut, mahogany 
and mango trees shade the grounds. Bril- 
liant red hibiscus, contrasting with the 
wax-white of gardenias, bloom profusely 
in the luxuriant garden. The Humphreys 
are negotiating now for the possession 
of this estate and hope to make “Ma 
Folie,” “their folly” when they finally 
escape to their sleepy paradise in the 
fall.

On Vitamins 


Their Use in Combatting 
Various Diseases — Some 
Cases Puzzling.

HEN a few years ago, the sub- 
W ject of vitamins came upon the 

horizon, the whole thing 
seemed very simple. In the first 
place, it was easy to demonstrate 
that lack of certain substances in 
the food caused quite definite dis- 
eases, and the simple procedure 
seemed to be to recognize these dis- 
eases, to confirm this information 
by discovering that the patient was 
not getting food which contained 
that certain vitamin, and to correct 
matters by giving him the vitamin, 

As exeprience has enlarged on 
this subject, it is somewhat more 
complicated. In the first place, all 
the diseases produced by vitamin 
lack are not easily recognized, 
They are not simple and singular. 
Sometimes they are very vague 
symptoms, such as inability to see 
at night. Second, there may be a 
complication of two or three vita- 
min insufficiencies, so we do not 
have a clear-cut picture at all. 
Third, the patient may be taking 
f od which contains the vitamin, 
but not enough. (This was found 
to be the case with some school 
children whose symptom was night 
blindness. They were taking enough 
Vitamin A in their diet to stave off 
the more severe signs of deficiency, 
but not enough to satisfy their 
bodily needs.) Lastly, a man may 
be eating a full diet but not ab- 
sorbing it on account of some di- 
gestive or nutritional disturbance, 
(This occurred in the case of a 
woman with colitis, an extremely 
rapid emptying of the entire intes- 
tinal tract, too rapid to allow her 
to absorb certain of the vitamins 
that were in her food.) 

An example of how puzzling cer- 
tain cases may be is that of a 
young man of 30 who complained 
of swelling and dropsy of the an- 
kles. A physical examination re- 
vealed no cause for this, and in go- 
ing back ever the history it was 
learned that two years before he 
had been troubled with crops of 
boils. He was advised to go on a 
diet to reduce his weight and to 
leave sweets and starches alone. 
He- had lived almost entirely on 
grapefruit, oranges, a small portion 
of meat daily, and lettuce occasion- 
ally. On this diet he reduced his 
weight from 165 to 105. The fruits 
were giving him Vitamin C, the 
meat Vitamins A and G, and the 
lettuce Vitamin E, but inasmuch 
as our source of Vitamin B is large- 
ly from cereals and milk and eggs, 
he missed out on that to a consid- 
erable extent. 

Swelling of the ankles is an unus- 
ual manifestation of Vitamin B de- 
ficiency, but it does occur in that 
peculiar disease known as beri-beri. 
When this man was put on a Vita- 
min B concentrate, his dropsy dis- 
appeared and he gained consider- 
ably in health in every way.
